RUINS OF CENTRAL AMERICA. 


A Productiv e 
Field for Archaeological 
Research. 
“ The ancient ruins 
of 
Central 
America furnish the most tempting 
iield for expioration of any s[)Ot on 
earth,” said Dr. Jolin Rice Chandler, 
of lUiiralo. who was in the cdiy re- 
eentlv. 
Dr. Chandler was formerlv 
govtrnmeiit archaeologist of Guate­ 
mala. and is perfectly familiar with 
the subject. “ Unlike the ruins in the 
far east,” he continued, “ they have 
suirered but little from 
spoliation. 
The worst instance of that kind was at 
Santa Anna, in Guatemala. 
In the 
early ‘8 0s some Germans obtained a 
permit from the president and lit-» 
crally sawed olf tlie front of one of 
the most wonderful old temples in ex­ 
istence. 
Instead of taking the entire 
columns, they ripped off strips with 
stone saws and in that way secured a 
vast quantity of extraorilinary 
has 
relief carvings, which are now* in the 
National museum at 
llerlin, 
and 
among the most treasured of all that 
great institution’s possessions, it w'as 
a piece of outrageous vandalism, and, 
happily, has never 
been 
repeated, 
ddie most interesting ruin^ yet dis­ 
covered are at St. Jmcia 
( ’oziimal- 
([uopa. in Guatemala;at Quirigua and 
Zaculen, and at lUxriial and Tikal, in 
Yucatan. 
At Quirigua there are a 
number of enormous monoliths, cov­ 
ered w ith the most intricate and beau­ 
tiful carving. 
Thev lined a sort of 
O 
w 
pathway up to a temple. At Zaculen 
the ruins are especially remarkable 
for the many large buildings. 
It was 
evidtiuly at one time a great tribal 
ca})ital. 
Th(-e. and scores of oilier 
ruins, have 1 
rdly been touched by 
explorers, and t ’ i re is no telling what 
w’onders they c< /Main, 'rhe oidy con­ 
siderable work tl'.ai h.i^ been done in 
that regif'H i« liy the art*haeoh» gÌsts 
from Harvard, wlio have h*oen coming 
down cvi.ry year. 
Their surprising 
discoveries at the so-<'‘alled ‘lost city’ 
of (^opan are w ell know n to students.”
